WASHINGTON, Nov, § —0OMolnls of tha
Fedoral Reserve system and men
having dominant powsr in the American
financial world have set about to make the
'nited “the misar They
have Iald plans for this Government to
hoard svery dollar of anid that ia now In
this country. This, they say. Is the only

way to withstand efforts of Furopean na-
tlons to draw gold from the United Btates
after the European war s ended

The first active steps toward this end will
be taken within the next few weeks, when
oMcials of the Federal Reserve system will
hold three conféerences of world wide Im-
portance in Washington. The Federal Re-
serve advisory council. cons sting of one
representative from each of the twelve Fed-
eral Reserve banks, will slt here November
20. J. P. Morgan is a member of thls coun-
oil. The Federal Reserve agents, direot
represontatives of the Govarnment on the
boards of the twelve reserve banks will
moat here Decembar 4, The governors of
the Federal Reserve banks will meet here
December 186,

Each of these bodles will hold jolnt ses.
sions with the Federal Resarve Hoard, ‘at
which wayas and means of handling the
gold situation will be determined. Present
indlcations are that the Federal Heserve
Banks will be omdered to hoard all gold,
